The  committee  have  considered  the  matter,  and  do  not 
deem  it  expedient  to  change  the  rules. 

While  they  are  not  prepared  to  say  that,  in  no  case, 
should  there  be  but  one  session  a  day  in  a  school,  they  are 
of  the  opinion  that  the  system,  as  now  adopted,  of  two  ses- 
sions, is,  on  the  whole,  the  better.  And  it  may  be  well 
worthy  of  consideration,  whether  our  High  Schools  would 
not  be  improved  by  having  two  sessions  a  day  in  them 
instead  of  one. 

The  committee  can  suppose  cases,  by  reason  of  great 
distances  of  pupils  from  the  schools,  or  during  a  certain 
season,  when  it  might  be  desirable  to  adopt  the  one-session 
system.  Other  cases  may  occur  requiring  the  exercise  of 
the  power  of  the  Board  in  this  direction. 

But  the  committee  do  not  think  it  now  expedient  to 
make  any  change  in  the  rules.  If  it  shall  be  made  to 
appear  to  the  Board,  upon  a  hearing,  that  it  is  for  the 
best  interests  of  a  particular  school  to  grant  a  request  for 
one  session,  it  may  then  be  granted.  But  each  case  should 
stand  upon  its  own  merits,  to  be  passed  upon  after  special 
examination  and  full  consideration. 

The  committee,  fully  recognizing  the  justice  of  consid- 
ering the  wishes  of  parents  and  guardians  upon  all  occa- 
sions, when  properly  brought  before  the  Board,  deem  the" 
above  recommendations  as  well  suited  to  enable  them  to  be 
met  and  duly  considered.

The  Committee  on  Accounts  used  the  greatest  Care  in  making  up 
their  estimates  for  the  year,  taking  the  number  of  teachers  of  the 
various  grades  as  allowed  by  the  rules,  and  calculating  the  exact 
amount  to  be  paid  to  each  at  the  salaries  established  by  the  School 
Board. 

The  amount  deducted  from  the  Salaries  of  Instructors  was  $74,576- 
To  offset  this  reduction  the  School  Committee  reduced  the  salaries  of 
assistants  in  Elementary  Evening  Schools  25  per  cent.,  effecting  a 
saving  thereby  of  about  .......     $5,500 

The  number  of  sessions  in  the  Evening  Drawing  Schools 
was  reduced  from  four  to  three  evenings  per  week,  thereby 
causing  a  saving  of  25  per  cent.,  equal  to  about     .         .         .        2,300 


Reduction  by  the  School  Board  from  the  estimates  pre- 
sented     $7,800 
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Since  the  reorganization  of  the  School  Board,  five  years  ago,  the 
salaries  of  tlie  regular  instructors  have  heen  twice  reduced;  and  this 
year  the  School  Committee  were  almost  unanimous  against  a  further 
reduction. 

The  City  Auditor  has  refused  to  pay  the  Instructor  of  Military 
Drill  and  Armorer  their  salaries  since  Aug.  1,  1880.  The  amount 
that  will  be  due  them  at  the  close  of  the  financial  year  will  be  $1,336; 
and  if  not  paid  this  year  it  is  probable  that  provision  will  have  to  be 
made  for  the  payment  of  the  same  next  year. 

The  amount  deducted  from  the  Salaries  of  Officers  was  $1,320. 

The  estimates  included  the  salaries  of  four  Supervisors  only,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  rules  then  existing;  but  owing  to  the  reorganiza- 
tion of  the  Primary  Schools  the  views  of  the  committee  changed,  and 
they  voted  to  employ  six  Supervisors,  which  required  an  expenditure 
over  the  estimates  of  $7,500.  This  amount,  in  addition  to  a  large 
portion  of  the  reduction  made  on  this  item,  will  be  required.        ' 

The  amount  deducted  from  School  Expenses  was  $33,350.  But  as 
$15,000  of  this  amount  was  for  the  establishment  of  an  Industrial 
School  (which  was  not  established)  the  reduction  virtually  amounted 
to  $18,350. 

As  the  amount  required  for  school-books  is  much  less  than  was  ex- 
pected, the  committee  hoped  that  the  School  Expenses  account  could 
be  confined  to  the  appropriation  granted;  but  the  expense  for  fuel 
largely  exceeds  their  estimates:  and  that,  in  addition  to  expenses  in- 
cidental to  the  occupancy  of  the  new  High  School  building,  which 
requires  some  ten  to  twelve  hundred  tons  of  coal  annually,  at  a  cost 
of  about  $6,000,  necessitates  an  additional  amount. 

The  School  Committee  has  collected  and  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer 
thus  far,  during  the  present  financial  year,  for  supplies  furnished 
pupils,  $37,S38.37.  In  addition  to  this  amount,  the  City  Collector 
has  received  during  the  same  time  $5,866.44,  making  a,  total  of 
$43,704.81  collected  this  year  from  pupils  for  materials  furnished 
them   by  the  city.

The  committee  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  making 
lip  the  cost  of  the  schools  no  allowance  is  made  for  income  returned 
to  the  City  Treasury;  for  instance,  about  §"50,000  will  be  charged  for 
books  this  year,  when  in  reality  the  cost  to  the  city  will  be  less  than 
$25,000,  owing  to  over  $25,000  being  returned  in  part  payment  for  the 
same.  This  is  equally  true  of  other  material  furnished.  In  the  case 
of  the  Deaf-Mute  School,  the  whole  cost,  $9,544.83  (last  year),  was 
charged  to  the  School  Department,  although  the  State  paid  $7,880.34, 
nearly  the  whole  expense  of  the  school. 

Injustice  to  the  School  Board  we  would  respectfully  suggest  that 
the  City  Council  be  requested  to  cause,  in  future,  the  income 
received,  which  amounted  last  year  to  $49,837.28,  and  this  year  will 
probably  amount  to  $71,7S9.GG,  making  a  total  for  the  two  years  of 
$121,G2G.94,  to  be  deducted  from  the  total  expenses,  thereby  show- 
ing the  actual  cost  of  the  schools. 

With  these  explanations  the  Committee  on  Accounts  respectfully 
request  that  the  City  Council  be  petitioned  to  make  an  additional 
appropriation  of  $79,850,  for  school  expenditures,  which  amount  is 
absolutely  necessary  to  carry  on  the  schools  for  the  remainder  of  the 
financial  year,  as  follows  :  —

As  the  income  will  be  $51,789.66  more  than  estimated,  the  amount 
really  to  be  provided  will  be  $28,060.34,  which  is  a  saving  from  the 
estimates  presented  last  February  of  $81,185.66. 
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A  portion  of  this  appropriation  is  needed  by  March  1st;  otherwise 
no  money  will  be  available  for  the  Salaries  of  Officers.

raised  by  taxation  for  school  purposes,  amongst  all  the  other  purposes 
for  which  provision  is  required  to  be  made  ;  and  that  the  School  Com- 
mittee ought  to  be  able,  and  in  the  expectation  of  this  committee  will 
be  able,  to  administer  the  schools  so  as  to  bring  the  expenses  within 
that  amount,  without  impairing  the  general  efficiency  and  high  stand- 
ing of  our  schools  among  the  schools  of  this  country.  If  a  further 
appropriation  is  sought  before  the  expiration  of  the  next  financial 
year,  the  committee  would  strongly  suggest  to  the  consideration  of 
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the  next  City  Council  the  propriety  of  keeping  the  several  public 
schools  open  only  the  time  prescribed  by  law,  or  for  such  additional 
time  as  the  appropriation  now  made  may  be  sufficient  for.

A 
teacher  declining  to  be  so  transferred  may  thereupon 
be  reduced  in  rank,  as  required  by  the  Regulations.

one  book   and  the   substitution   of  another. 

The  Chair,  after  careful  consideration  of  the  sub- 
ject involved  in  the  order  before  the  Board,  is  clearly 
of  the  opinion  that  in  order  to  suspend  the  drawing- 
book  as  proposed  it  will  be  necessary  to  obtain  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  all  the   members  of  the  Board  ;  as  the 
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proposition  is  to  give  to  a  sub-committee  of  the 
Board  the  power  to  change  the  book  now  in  use  if  it 
shall  not  be  satisfactory  to  them.  Indeed,  the  order 
before  ns  goes  farther  than  that.  It  makes  a  change 
in  text-books  unless  the  book  is  not  altered  to  satisfy 
a  majority  of  that  committee.  If  the  committee 
should  be  equally  divided,  on  account  of  the  absence 
of  any  member,  the  book  would  be  discontinued  as 
effectually  as  though  it  were  dropped  from  the  list. 

While  the  Chair  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  Board 
may  determine  by  a  majority  vote  at  what  particular 
time  or  times  in  the  year  a  book  shall  be  used,  he  is 
very  clear  in  his  mind  that  the  suspension  of  a  book 
indefinitely,  or  subject  to  the  approval  of  a  sub-com- 
mittee, if  not  altogether  illegal,  will  require  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  Board. 

The  Chair  is  also  of  the  opinion  that  a  proposition 
to  suspend  a  book,  even  for  a  limited  time,  and  to 
substitute  another  book,  even  if  the  book  proposed  as 
a  substitute  be  a  blank  book,  is  one  which  is  within 
the  meaning  and  intent  of  the  law  regarding  changes 
in  text-books,  and  would  require  the  same  number  of 
votes  as  any  other  change  of  books,  viz.,  17  out  of  25. 
Mr.  Blake  moved  the  consideration  of  the  follow-

teaching  usually  given  by  foreigners.  Sometimes, 
though  rarely,  a  well-educated  French  or  German 
teacher,  having  the  power  to  hold  the  attention  of  a 
class  and  knowing  thoroughly  the  art  of  teaching, 
could  be  found ;  but  usually  foreign  teachers  lack  all 
these  qualifications.  It  is  almost  alwajrs  necessary  to 
have  the  regular  teacher  present  with  the  class  when 
the  foreign  teacher  is  giving  the  exercise.  Except  in 
point  of  pronunciation  this  exercise  is  of  very  little 
benefit  to  the  class.  What  we  want  for  the  teaching 
of  French  and  German  is  an  American  teacher  thor- 
oughly trained  in  one  or  both  those  languages.  That 
has  been  found  to  be  the  most  effectual  way  both  in 
school  and  at  college.  So  much  for  the  general  ques- 
tion. But  there  was,  in  the  present  case,  another  ele- 
ment which  should  be  considered.  The  special  teach- 
ers of  French  and  German  now  in  the  service  of  the 
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city  had  received  no  intimation  that  their  services 
would  not  be  required  after  the  1st  of  September. 
After  a  pretty  careful  examination  of  the  Minutes,  he 
had  failed  to  discover  any  record  from  which  a  special 
teacher  of  a  foreign  language  could  have  inferred  that 
his  services  would  no  longer  be  wanted.  The  only 
thing  on  record  is  in  the  preamble  to  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Nominations.  There  is  no  reason  for 
presuming  that  these  teachers  had  a  knowledge  of  this 
document.  All  the  circumstances,  therefore,  had  led 
them  to  infer  that  they  had  been  reelected  in  April-last, 
just  as  they  had  been  reelected  in  previous  years,  to 
serve  for  one  year  more.

The  average  age  of  the  pupils  in  each  class  in  each 
school  is  not  given,  because  that  does  not  show  what 
is  wanted.  What  should  be  known  with  regard  to  the 
first-class  of  a  Grammar  School,  for  example,  is  the 
number  of  pupils  in  each  year  of  their  age,  —  how 
many  are  thirteen  years  old,  fourteen,  fifteen,  or  six- 
teen, and  how  many  are  seventeen  years  or  older. 
This  is  stated  in  full  with  respect  to  every  class  in 
every  school  in  the  city.  In  judging  of  the  condition 
and  progress  of  a  school,  there  are  two  questions  to  be 
answered  :  What  do  the  pupils  know,  and  how  old  are 
they  when  they  know  it? 


Superintendent. 
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The  examinations  held  by  the  Supervisors  and  others 
answer  the  first  question  ;  Doc.  18  is  intended  to  be  a 
clear  and  full  answer  to  the  second  question. 

The  facts  set  forth  in  the  Appendix  to  Doc.  18  were 
first  reported  to  the  Committee  on  Examinations.  It 
has  been  thought  worth  while  to  print  them,  for  the 
purpose  of  showing  how  long  it  takes  the  pupils  to 
complete  the  course  of  study  in  the  Grammar  Schools. 
It  will  be  seen  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  graduates 
have  spent  more  than  six  years,  and  some  of  them 
eight  and  even  nine  years,  in  the  Grammar  Schools.

Mr.  Finney  addressed  the  Chair  as  follows  :  — 

Mr.  President,  —  Some  months  ago  a  few  ladies 
interested  in  the  Prince  School,  and  having  children 
attending  that  school,  in  view  of  the  great  interest 
which  you  have  on  many  occasions  manifested  in  the 
subject  of  popular  education,  conceived  the  idea  of 
procuring  your  portrait,  to  be  placed  in  the  large  hall 
of  the  school-house  bearing  your  name,  as  a  fitting 
testimonial  of  their  interest  in  the  school  and  of  their 
regard  for'  you  as  a  gentleman,  a  scholar,  and  chief 
magistrate  of  our  beloved  city. 

The  idea  met  with  a  quick  and  hearty  response  from 
those  to  whom  it  was  communicated,  and  in  a  very 
short  time  from  the  inception  of  the  project,  the  ladies 
who  had  been  its  chief  promoters  —  Mrs.  Edward 
Foote  and  Mrs.  George  H.  Gay  —  felt  authorized  to 
request  you  to  sit  for  your  portrait  for  the  purpose  I 
have  mentioned. 

The  artist  selected  was  Mr.  Edgar  Parker,  of  this 
city.  The  portrait  is  completed,  and  is  now  ready 
for  presentation  to  the  school  at  such  time  as  the 
School  Committee  may  appoint. 

The  portrait,  I  believe,  meets  with  the  unqualified 
approbation  and  admiration  of  such  of  your  friends 
and  fellow-citizens  as  have  had  the  pleasure  of  see- 
ing it. 
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The  committee  having  the  matter  in  charge,  in  com- 
pliment to  the  members  of  this  Board,  have  allowed  it 
to  be  brought  here  to-night  in  order  that  it  may  be 
seen  before  it  is  placed  upon  the  walls  of  the  school- 
house,  and  it  is  now  before  you. 

As  I  have  said,  the  response  to  the  proposition  to 
procure  the  portrait  by  subscription  was  quick  and 
hearty.  Indeed,  so  generous  was  it,  that  a  consider- 
able sum  of  money  remained  on  hand  after  paying  all 
the  expenses  for  painting  and  framing.  The  question 
then  arose,  what  should  be  done  with  this  money?  It 
was  decided,  after  a  little  consideration,  to  procure,  if 
possible,  another,  although  smaller,  portrait,  to  be  pre- 
sented to  the  School  Committee,  to  grace  the  walls  of 
this  chamber,  where,  during  your  official  terms,  you 
have  so  often  presided  over  the  deliberations  of  the 
School  Board. 

Mr.  Parker  having  generously  offered  to  paint  for 
this  purpose  another  portrait,  half-length,  the  offer 
was  accepted. 

This  portrait  is  also  completed,  and  I  have  been  re- 
quested by  the  committee  of  ladies  to  present  it  to  the 
School  Board. 

I  suppose  I  have  been  selected  to  perform  this 
agreeable  duty  for  the  reason  that  I  have  been  asso- 
ciated with  you  in  office  in  this  Board ;  and,  although 
I  regret  that  some  one  had  not  been  selected  who 
could  more  fittingly  perform  the  service,  I  am  happy 
to  avail  myself  of  the  opportunity  to  express  my  per- 
sonal obligations  to  you,  sir,  for  your  kindness  during 
our  official  intercourse,  and  to  congratulate  the  ladies 
and  other  subscribers  that  their  efforts  have  culminated 
in  the  possession  by  the  city,  under  the  control  of  its 
educational  department,  oftivo  portraits,  instead  of  one, 
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of  the  Mayor,  whose  scholarship  and  eloquence  have 
reflected  lasting  honor  on  the  city  of  his  birth. 

Fortunately  I  am  not  expected  to  make  a  speech 
on  this  occasion.  The  presentation  of  the  original 
portrait,  to  take  place  hereafter,  will  probably  give  the 
Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  an  opportunity  to 
properly  honor  the  occasion,  and  to  show  how  well  he 
has  studied  the  excellent  model  for  a  presentation 
speech  which  he  has  listened  to  to-day. 

Without  any  further  formality,  therefore,  I  now  pre- 
sent to  the  School  Committee  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
on  behalf  of  the  donors,  represented  by  Mrs.  Foote  and 
Mrs.  Gay,  the  portrait  of  our  President,  the  friend  of 
public  education  and  a  worthy  product  of  our  Boston 
schools. 

The  President  responded  as  follows  :  — 

Gentlemen  of  the  School  Committee,  —  I  am  much 
embarrassed  by  this  great  and  unexpected  honor  — 
and  you  must  suppose  that  it  could  not  be  other- 
wise. I  well  knew  that  some  of  my  friends  had 
kindly  ordered  the  painting  of  my  portrait,  to  be 
placed  in  the  school  on  Newbury  street,  which  you 
have  been  pleased  to  call  by  my  name  ;  but  I  had 
no  reason  to  expect  the  further  honor  of  another 
portrait,  to  be  placed  in  this  room  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee. I  feel  —  and  I  say  it  unaffectedly  —  that  I 
am  not  entitled  to  so  much  consideration,  and  this  mark 
of  your  friendly  regard  touches  me  tenderly.  Let 
me  assure  those  who  have  done  all  this  that  they  have 
my  warmest  and  most  grateful  acknowledgments. 
The  dumb,  of  course,  cannot  speak,  and  how  can  I 
speak  at  this  time,  who  am  dumb  from  surprise  and 
wonder? 
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Permit  me  here  to  say  that  there  is  something  of 
unwisdom  in  doing  honors  of  this  kind  to  the  living. 
We  cannot  tell  what  their  lives  may  show  before  they 
depart  to  the  land  of  spirits.  The  time  for  praise  is 
when  they  have  gone  hence.  The  record  is  then 
closed,  so  that  the  account  can  be  made  up  and  set- 
tled. The  relations  of  their  good  to  their  bad  qualities, 
and  of  their  good  to  their  bad  deeds,  can  thus  be 
adjusted,  so  that  their  merits  can  be  justly  ascertained 
and  fixed. 

But,  since  you  have  resolved  to  fasten  upon  me  these 
honors  at  this  time,  let  me  assure  you  that  they  will 
incite  me  to  bear  myself  in  such  manner  in  the  future, 
that  you  will  have  no  cause  to  regret  what  you  have 
done,  or  wish  it  undone. 

As  I  am  told  that  you  will  be  asked  to  assign  a  time 
for  the  dedication  of  the  Prince  School-house,  I  will 
reserve  for  that  occasion  the  more  extended  remarks 
which  this  flattering  honor  demands,  and  which  I 
should  otherwise  make  at  this  time.  I  will  only  now 
beg  you  to  believe  that  my  heart  overflows  with  the 
warmest  gratitude.

As  the  Board,  by  a  vote  (July  5)  of  17  to  3,  ordered  that  the  Com- 
mittee on  Evening  Schools  open  the  Evening  High  School  in  the 
Latin  and  English  High  School  building,  your  committee  being  of 
the  opinion  that  it  has  no  power  in  the  premises,  respectfully  pre- 
sents the  communication  for  the  consideration  of  the  Board. 

The  Committee  on  Evening  Schools,  with  a  view  to  the  saving  of 
time,  takes  this  opportunity  of  expressing  its  firm  opinion  that  the 
Savage  school-house  is  not  fitted  for  the  Evening  High  School ;  the 
rooms  are  insufficient  and  inconvenient,  and  the  location  of  the 
school-house  is  not  such  as  would  induce  that  class  of  persons  to 
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attend  who  would  be  most  benefited  by  the  instruction  given  in  the 
Evening  High  School. 

During  the  latter  part  of  last  term  the  school  was  located  in  the 
Savage  school-house,  and  your  committee  is  convinced  that  the 
school  suffered  much,  even  during  the  short  time  it  was  there.  The 
supervisor  in  charge,  reports  :  "  After  the  removal  of  the  school  from 
the  Bowditch  to  the  Savage  school-house,  both  the  whole  number 
belonging  and  the  regularity  of  attendance  decreased."  He  further 
states  that,  considering  the  fact  of  the  removal  of  the  school,  "and 
also  that,  in  consequence  of  the  lack  of  rooms  in  the  Savage  school- 
house,  three  classes  had  to  recite  at  the  same  time  in  the  same  room, 
it  is  strange,  not  that  so  many  left  the  school,  but  that  so  many 
returned  to  it." 

Your  committee,  being  of  the  decided  opinion  that  the  importance 
and  necessity  of  providing  more  suitable  and  adequate  accommoda- 
tions for  the  school  than  can  be  supplied  by  the  Savage  school-house, 
recommend  that  the  City  Council  be  earnestly  requested  to  prepare 
the  rooms  in  the  Latin  and  English  High  school-house  for  the  imme- 
diate ;iccommodation  of  the  school.  The  vacation  of  the  evening 
schools  begins  Dec.  17,  and  lasts  for  two  weeks.  The  day  schools 
have  a  vacation  for  one  week,  beginning  Dec.  25.  The  coming  two 
weeks  is,  therefore,  a  most  opportune  time  for  making  the  necessary 
arrangements  in  the  Latin  and  High  School  building,  so  that  the 
school  may  be  opened  during  the  first  week  in  January,  1882.

The  Board  of  Health  has,  for  the  third  time,  pro- 
nounced the  Wall-street  school-house  unfit  for  occu- 
pancy by  a  public  school.  The  almost  unanimous 
testimony  of  the  superintendent,  the  supervisor  in 
charge,  the  teachers  of  the  school,  and,  upon   further 
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inquiry,  of  the  officers  and  men  of  the  engine  com- 
pany occupying  the  adjoining  building,  is  that  the 
location  is  unhealthy,  and  unfit  for  school  purposes. 

About  a  year  ago  some  alterations  and  repairs  were 
made  in  and  about  the  building,  but  the  complaints 
have  been  renewed  by  the  Board  of  Health,  and  others, 
and  your  committee  feel  that  it  would  be  unwise  to 
expend  any  further  sums  of  monej7"  upon  the  premises, 
as  the  result  would  be  only  a  temporary  suspension  of 
the  existing  evils. 

In  connection  with  the  subject  of  providing  other 
accommodations  for  the  pupils  of  the  Wall-street 
school,  the  committee  considered  the  order  relative  to 
the  additional  Primary-School  accommodations  in  the 
Wells  District,  referred  to  them  October  11th.  The 
demand  for  additional  accommodations  seems  to  be 
fully  justified  by  the  fact  that  there  is  a  large  number 
of  pupils  kept  out  of  school  in  that  district  for  want  of 
school  accommodations.  The  Blossom-street  Primary 
school-house  is  an  undesirable  building  for  a  school, 
and  the  need  for  a  change  in  the  same  has  long  been 
felt. 

In  view  of  the  existing  facts,  your  committee  recom- 
mend, as  the  most  economical  measure,  and  one  which 
in  their  opinion  will  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
schools  and  the  pupils,  that  a  Primary  school-house  of 
ten  or  twelve  rooms  be  erected  on  or  near  the  site  of 
the  present  Blossom-street  building.  This  building 
when  completed  will  accommodate  the  pupils  of  that 
locality,  including  those  who  attend  the  Poplar-street 
school,  and  the  latter  building  would  accommodate  the 
pupils  now  attending  the  Wall-street  School.
